Two Councillors Returned 
Without Opposition 


There was only a fair attendance 
at the annual meeting of the Moun- 
tain View Municipality, which was 
held at the School of Agriculture, 
Olds, on Saturday, when Mr. Geo. 
Burns occupied the chair. 

Che financial statement was read 
and showed that approximately 60 
percent. of the current taxes had 
been paid and 30 percent of the 
arrears. It also showed the Munici- 
pality to be in better financial 
position and that carryover at the 
bank had been reduced by $1660 00 
at the end of the year. The bank 
loan had been further reduced by 
$2,000.00 since that time 

Mr. W. H A. Thomas gave a 
resume of the work of the enlarged 
schoo! division and explained how 
the mill rate for school purposes 
was arrived at. He claimed that a 
saving of over $5,000 OO had been 
made in the operation of the schools 
in comparison with the previous 
year. He said, however, that it 
would be neceesary to start a build- 
ing program and that if they were 
not able to raise money by way of 
debentures, and so far they had not 
been successful, it would mean that 
the taxes would have to be increased 

Mr, Thomas also gave an outline 
of the establishment of the proposed 
health unit, in which the munici- 
pality had been asked to join He 
pointed out the advantages to be 
obtained in having full time health 
services and showed that the cost 
would be trifling compared with the 
benefits received 

A show of hands was taken and 
showed the meeting to be over- 
whelmingly in favor of joining the 
health unit. 

The ratepayers expressed their 
satisfaction with the Forage Crop 
Seed Policy of the Council and 
asked that it be continued 

The returning officer called for 
nominations for councillors in Div- 
isions | and 2 and, as the names of 
the retiring councillors, Percy Saun 
ders for Division 1 and W D Archer 
for Division 2%, were the only ones 
forthcoming, they were both de 
clared elected by acclamation

EDMONTON, —Alberta’s provin- 
cial election is just a month away, 
the Aberhart government having 
succeeded in its plan to rush the 
legislature session to a finish in 
order to hurry provincial voters to 
the polls ahead of the tederal elec. 
tion, 

The date of the election is March 
21st, just five days before the federal 
vote, The date was set on Friday 
night, when Aberhart presented to 
Lieutenant-Governor Hon. J. C. 
Bowen for signature an order dissol- 
ving the legislature; the premier an- 
nounced the dissolution and the elec 
tion date a few minutes later in the 
legislative chamber. 


In spite of war problems and the 
fact that for the first time in the 
Aberhart regime there had been no 
=pecial sessions for a year, the bud- 
get of about $25,000,000 was the 
largest the people of Alberta ever 
have been asked to pay. In spite ol 
the fact that grave charges of care- 
lessness and inefficiency in the hand- 
ling of public funds had been made, 
the legislative session was the short- 
est regular session on record in Al- 
berta, Less than a day was spent on 
the budget; it was pushed through 
at the rate of $90,000 every five 
minutes. 

The brevity of the session did not 
prevent the members from taking 
their indemnities of $2,000 each for 
those seven days of sitting in the 
legislature, 

According to reports from the 
secret sessions of the caucus, the 
Social Credit board of strategy want- 
ed the members to accept just a part 
of that $2,000, beeause it was felt 
that voters might not like to see the 
members grab $287 a day each for 
rushing through their jobs. But, 
according to those reports, the mem- 
bers objected to losing any part of 
the full indemnity. 


In its rush to choke off the ses- 
sion, the government did not pause 
long enough to receive and table the 
report of the McGillivray royal com- 
mission which, under government 
orders, sat for more than a year in- 
vestigating the oil industry in Al- 
berta. Close to $60,000 was spent 
by the government on that commis- 
sion, it is shown by figures made 
public so far, and it is believed that 
costs to the companies involved were 
even more. Mr, Justice A. A. Mc. 
Gillivray’s commission probed the 
entire situation thoroughly in dozens 
of its angles, getting a complete pic- 
ture by going far beyond the points 
which the government had suggest- 
ed, And in the ‘‘speech from the 
throne” the cabinet took credit for 
the healthy condition of the industry 
in the province, although the govern- 
ment does little else than collect its 
profits in royalties from production 
and says how much can be produced. 
It is not known now when the com- 
mission's report will be presented 
and made public, or whether any ac- 
tion will be taken on it by the govern- 
ment,

The bill to ‘tempower" the Al- 
berta government to apply to the 
parliament of Canada for incorpora- 
tion of an Alberta Provincial Bank 
was passed during therush. It was 
hailed as the major piece of legisla- 
tion and already indicated as one of 
the chief planks of the Social Credit 
party platform in the election cam- 
paign. 

Members of the opposition in the 
Alberta house, in opposing establiah- 
ment of a provincial bank, challenged 
the Aberhart government with hav- 
ing nointention of actually operating 
such a bank after asking for a char- 
ter. Those legislators also pointed 
out that provincial banks operated 
by politicians have a record of disas- 
troua failure; that in Alberta such 
a bank would merely duplicate pre- 
sent services at great expense to lax- 
payers; and that it would compete 
with present chartered banks which 
pay more than a quarter million dol 
lars a year to the provincial treasury 
in taxes 

And on the day the provincial 
bank bill went through the legisla- 
ture the
